Atomic bomb and Allied Might too much for Nipponese 
Six years of world conflict ended, ushering in peace 


With the proclamation of-Japanese surrender which 
was announced about 5 p.rh. (M.B.T.) on Tuesday August 
14, the whole allied world burst into spontaneous rejoicing 
It was the end of almost six years of war for the British 
Commonwealth, and almost four years of war for the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

Wednesday was declared a Dominion holday and next 
Sunday will be an official day of thanksgiving. All Vul¬ 
can churches are holding special servie.es. 

The wail of fire siren marked the arrival of the n \ ■> 
here. Folks gathered briefly and then quietly resumed 
normal routine. ‘It was not until Wednesday evening 
that a parade of cars and fire trucks, etc., was organized. 
This accomplished a good deal of noise, giving Vulcan it’s 
first air of festivity. Keith Elder had a reasonable fac¬ 
simile of Tojo hanging from the crane of his tow truck as 
well as an inverted tub marked “Jap Navy.” It is sus¬ 
pected that Rev. Lord used some short cuts to keep up 
with the parade. Anderson’s and Colliers had their 
windows nicely decorated. The Advocate had the best 
street decoration, but some ( censored ) took its flag 
and twelve foot flag pole during the evening. A bon¬ 
fire and sing-song were held at the sports grounds and a 
dance in the Oddfellows hall brought festivities to a close.

Act is that a child over seven tc be eligible for bonus 
must be in attendance at school. It would be ex¬ 
tremely unfair if the bonus were withheld when 
there is no room in the only school available. And 
what of the Indian families who live outside the res¬ 
ervation in the foothills where there are no schools? 
It is not their fault that their children are not going 
to school, because there is no nearby school, nor 
room in the residential school at thfe Reserve. 

Yet if the requirements re school attendance are 
waived in the case of the Indians, it is feared that 
the tendency will be to take children out of the resi¬ 
dential school for the sake of the monthly allowance 
which other families get. 

It is not a simple matter to administer this Act 
equitably in its application to the Indian. Perhaps 
inclusion of Indians in the bonus is starting at the 
wrong end of a situation crying for reform from its 
very foundation. Better ends would be served if resi¬ 
dential schools were brought up to standard, with a 
capacity adequate to accommodate all the children 
of the tribe. The teachers in charge should be espec¬ 
ially trained for the peculiar requirements of their 
pupils, and they should be paid on a scale compar¬ 
able with others of the profession. The type of in¬ 
struction should be progressive and understanding, 
with the aim of using the inherited crafts and skills 
of the Indian for use in present day economy. Grants 
should be increased per capita, so that children in 
growing years at school would be assured of good 
nourishing -food. That should take care of the chil- 
dien on a scale that would free the consciences of 
white men, and perhaps at not much greater cost 
than bonus distribution. The matter of locat'ng res¬ 
ervations on productive land is long overdue for at¬ 
tention and one in which the general public is begin- 
ing to urge action. These reforms hit at basic caus¬ 
es of unhappiness and deprivation, in a way that 
the bonus does not touch.

flY) those who have lorig been oppressed with the 
' - belief that the Indians have been getting a raw 
deal from usurping white men, it will bring- some 
cheer to find that they are participants in the fam¬ 
ily allowance plan. It is told that after the first 
cheques arrived at Morley, little stomachs were ful¬ 
ler than they have ever been before. Perhaps they 
wtre really full for the first time in their live*. 
Considering the living conditions of the majority of 
the Stoneys, the monthly bonus will seem great 
wealth—for a day or two at least. It may be some 
time before they realize what it is all about, and 
learn to use some judgment and forethought in the 
spending. 

But the inclusion of Indian children in the bonus 
plan is not w.thout its perplexities. It is said that no 
allowances can be pa d to institutions, and so the 
parents of children attending the residential school 
at Morley will not benefit. On the other .hand, the 
school cannot accommodate all the children of the 
tribe of school age. One of the requirements of the

CIVIL SERVICE FOR CANADIANS 


look of this country. In national interest, they should 
bo people who know their Canada and hold first al¬ 
legiance to this country. Only so can the taxpay¬ 
ers be fittingly represented, even in the humblest 
line of Civil Service. And this is particularly true 
in any b:anch where there is contact with the out¬ 
side world. 

It is regrettable that the Civil Service as a prom¬ 
ising avenue of occupation has not appealed particu¬ 
larly in the past to ambitious young Canadians. For 
some reason it has been regarded more as a “safe 
harbor” than as an outlet for ability which brings its 
reward in service to country and reasonable mater¬ 
ial recognition. This might be remedied if training 
for specific branches were made a more important 
part of secondary and university education. A great¬ 
er general appreciation on the part of the public 
that this is the working body of all national progress 
would also help. Instead of being regarded as a 
cushy berth for tired old men, service for the gov¬ 
ernment in any capacity should be charged with vig¬ 
or, and the prospect of a future in which special tal¬ 
ents are required and recognized. 

Hundreds of young men are returning to Canada 
from overseas Much is being spent on their 
further education to fit them for various branches of 
employment. The governments, as the largest and 
most important employers in Canada, should assure 
that encouragement is given for young Canadians to 
fit themselves for departmental requirements. And 
then employ young Canadians up to payroll capac¬ 
ity. 


IMMEDIATELY following the last war, there was 
little apprehension of unemployment. There had 
been no comparable experience in Canada’s past to 
Buggest that industry would slump, and returning 
Canadian men could not be absorbed occupationally. 
There was no premonition of what was to come, and 
so young men from the British Isles came over in 
great numbers, with a large proportion of these ab¬ 
sorbed in Canadian Civil Service employment. It was 
riot long before it was real.zed that there were not 
jobs for all, and that many government positions 
carrying the advantage of security and continued oc¬ 
cupation were being held by newcomers, while nritive 
Canadians went jobless. No one was to blame, least 
of all the young men who came over eagerly from 
the old land and naturally took what opportunity 
offered. But the situation did create irritation. 

That lesson of preferred positions is surely learn¬ 
ed now. It is hoped that the Canadian Legion which 
is alert in watching out for the interests of returned 
men, nakes a point of demanding of the government 
that all Civil Service employees be Canadians of 
some years’ standing. ‘ — 

This 'seems a fair condition. The governments 
(federal and provincial) which are the primary em¬ 
ployers of Canada, should make it a rule to employ- 
only veterans whose people have paid taxes, main¬ 
tained services and helped in the building of the 
country for years past. 

Employees of the government should with very 
few exceptions, have been educated in Canadian 
schools, and bzewed in the customs, history and out-

his crop for seven years. Then the 
land is his. He does not pay taxes 
during those seven years. In a bad 
crop year he still pays one third 
of the crop, so the government 
shares the risk, and if it is a good 
crop year, the share is still one- 
third. 

If he waits ten years before tak¬ 
ing title he can obtain a maximum

Lethbridge Rotary Club of 
Difficulties Facing Veterans 

One of the problems facing re¬ 
habilitation officers seeking to 
place men now being discharged 
from the armed services is to find 
land at prices the veteran can af¬ 
ford to pay, Capt. J. Harper 
Prowse, M.L.A., told Lethbridge 
Rotary recently. 

He mentioned in particular the 
problems of the Lethbridge land 
settlement district, saying that ir¬ 
rigated land is being held at $110 
to $160 an acre, while dry land is 
also held „at high prices which 
make it practically impossible for 
the veteian to get a start with 
$6,000, the government loan, unless 
he has about another $6,000 to 
put with it. 

The result, he said, is that only 
one returned veteran of this war 
has been put on the land in the 
Lethbridge aiea, and only four or 
five, farms have been secured for 
set'lenient. 

Capt. Prowse deplored the ten- 
d-. ncy to inflate land prices to the 
detriment of the veteran, and he 
doubted if the present inflated pri¬ 
ces are warranted by the exper¬ 
ience of farming in Alberta. 

Housing Problem 

The young men returning, per¬ 
haps with a wife and children, 
must have a home. Can he afford 
to pay $40 or more for rent, or 
more’ then. $5,000 if he builds a 
ho.i:e. With wages and salaries of 
$100 to $140 a month, which ap¬ 
pears to be about the pay slot into 
which most of the boys Will fit, 
how cab he pay such renter such 
a figure for a home? And if he 
can’t get a home what is he going 
to think of the Canada for which 
h“ has fought and for which some 
of his buddies died? Capt. Prowse 
was intensely serious in declaring 
that the problems of rehabilitation 
are not merely the problems of the 
government—they are the prob¬ 
lems of the individual, and espec¬ 
ially of business leaders. - 

Passing the buck to govern¬ 
ments to do everything so that 
husine~smen and other private in¬ 
dividuals won’t have to do any¬ 
thing about it, is, he said, a dang¬ 
erous piactice. 

State Dictatorship 

He felt that such delegat'on of 
authority to the state might easily 
lead to the same kind of sate dic¬ 
tatorship as he had seen in Italy, 
and as had made Germany the ene¬ 
my of mankind a few years ago. 
His plea was for self help, and for 
business men and others in pri¬ 
vate enterprise to undertake the 
burden of gett ng all of the 
returned men rehabilitated. It will 
be a big job. Altogether rehabilita¬ 
tion and reconversion from war to 
peace will require the finding of 
new jobs for 2,000,000 people. 
That's a tremendous task, and it 
could not be solved by the apathy 
which seems to be apparent in 
Canada. He praised the plans of 
the government for rehabilitation, 
ar.d said they were as good as . 
those of any country. But the gov¬ 
ernment could not do the job alone. 
Canada as a wholh won tjre war— 
in the battle zones, on the farms 
and in the factories. It is a job for 
the whole of Canada now to win 
the next stage—re v abilitation. 
“That’s our collective job’’ said the 
spwke?. 

A vote of thanks was moved by 
S R. I.amb, who thanked the 
speaker for his fine elucidation of 
a problem in which everyone mugt 
become actively interested.

(20,000 To Stay 
In Britain 

. The rather startling disclosure 
is made that- more than 2(1,000 
members of Canada's aimed forces 
have decided to remain in Britain. 
This estimate is made by r. C. 
Phipps, organizing secretary of the 
Canadian Branch of the British 
Legion in Lopdom The number is 
seven times greater than the 
number of Canadians who decided 
to settle in Britain after the first 
world war. 

It is probable t' at many of the 
20,000 are men who have spent the 
last time, four or five years of. 
their lives jnostly in England.' Five 
four and even Three years is a 
large slice off the life of a young 
man in his twenties, as most of the 
s ’rricemen are. It may be that 
they have became so used t 0 ‘ the 
English way of life that they have 
dec ded to stick with it. And there 
is probably a woman in the back¬ 
ground in numerous, cases. 

Some may be staying to take ad¬ 
vantage of caree s opening up in 
the trader which will demand tech¬ 
nically train»d men. But whatever 
the reasons for so many Canadians 
deciding to become Britons it is a 
blow to the old conception that the 
old country is “effete”"and Can¬ 
ada “the land of opportunity.”-r- 
Ottawa Citizen.

Veterinaries _ 

In Canada Few 

“\Yh n we consider that Canada 
at present has appioximately 900 
veterinarians actively engaged in 
their profession and that at least 
2,000 are requ red for safety and 
propel servicing of the various 
phrs-s of veterinary medicine in 
Canada,, it become apparent that 
' the Canadian veterinary service is 
totally understaffed,” said Dr. 
Chrrles A. Mitchell, Dominion ani¬ 
mal pathologist, in an address re¬ 
cently to the Central Canada Vet¬ 
erinary Association on veterinary 
medicine in Canada in the post¬ 
war period. 

Theie is a great a.nd lurking 
danger in the depleted ranks of 
veterinarian in Canada. Some of 
the great animal plagues are still 
active in other countries of the 
w'orld, and could be introduced into 
Canada. - , 

The increased rapidity of trans¬ 
portation should give warning of 
danger because a few hours’ travel' 
linked the Dominion with distant 
. countries, whereas not so long ago 
several days were required. 

The great animal plagues were 
-thus brought closer to the shores 
of Canada, and, in the interests of 
the Dominion, ways arrd means > 
should be found to fill the ranks 
of Veterinarians to cope *\vith all 
eventualities.—Country Life in B.

til a rockslide closed the channel. 

“This trip was interesting, as 
much wild game such as moose, 
deer and bear was seen. All the 
Creeks were swollen and muddy.” 


Baby Deaths - 
More ThanWar 


Janie; Moir .writing on angling 
in the Albertan, suggests that to 
restore the Highwood as a fishing 
stream, it might be partially clos¬ 
ed for three'years or moie. Many 
local fishermen are of the opinion 
that the tributaries of the High- 
wo; d must be closed, or the doom 
of the river as a trout stream is 
St aled. It is "up to fishermen-to 
present a strong cape for action, 
ov the popularity which the High- 
wood has enjoyed as a fine spoiting 
syream wi.l bo gone forever. 

Mr. Moir comments: “Over-fish¬ 
ing on some streams is one of the 
principal cau. cs of depleted trout 
populations' and drastic measures 
n ay have'to be instituted if this 
condition is to be corrected,- and 
corrected it must be if such 
sthean.s are to produce any good 
fshing in the future. It may^ be 
necessary to close or partially 
close such waters for a period of 
years. A stream like the High¬ 
wood could be'partially closed for 
three years or longer so that na¬ 
ture could restock it, and with 
some assistance from the rearing 
pen is I believe a stream of this 
nature could be restored to its for¬ 
mer productiveness.” 

The w.iter also describes a trip 
to the Pickle Jar lakes.

Rev. Vivian Lor<J, formerly of 
Blackie, is now serving as Angli¬ 
can clergyman in Vulcan, after 
ten years spent in the Argentine. 
He was a.visitor in High River on 
Saturday looking up old friends of 
the Legion of . which he used to be 
a member. He also played in the 
High River Elks’ band, and thus 
has many High River contacts. 

Mrs. Lord accompanied Mr. 
Lord to Argentine, and they are 
glad to return, although they en¬ 
joyed their South American ex¬ 
perience. Blackie friends will be 
interested to learn that their son 
is in the R.C.A.F. still overseas. 

Mr. Lord was located at Rosario 
in the Argentine, where he whs 
chaplain to the English-speaking 
population, comprising about 2000 
people altogether. 

Rosario is said to be one of the 
largest river ports-in the world. It 
is situated on the Parana river 
about 120 miles from Buenos Aires 
and is the second city of the »e- 
public. The shipping is mainly 
wheat, maize and cattle, and round 
the city there are many large 
ranches. These are privately own¬ 
ed and amongst them are a num¬ 
ber of English owners. Most of 
the ranch families have been sett¬ 
lers there for many years. The 
size of ranches varies according to 
land values. Farther south, for in¬ 
stance, toward Patagonia, where 
Mr. Lord served who volunteered 
for service with the R.A.F. and 
other branches. These were Eng¬ 
lish and Anglo-Argentinians. 

Recreational life was somewhat 
similar to that of this country. Po¬ 
le, golf, cricket, basketball, tennis 
and bowling were popular sports. 

The climate along the river is 
very humid, and plant growth ia 
semi-tropical. For instance the 
Lord family had a tangerine tree 
in the backyard, and oranges and 
lemons grow naturally. Other 
fruits under cultivation are apples 
pears, peaches and so on. The 
Mendoza grapes are famous, and 
of. course the usual lettuce, celery, 
etc., are grown with ease. An ir¬ 
rigation project to the south is 
bringing a large tract of land into 
intense development. 

Ships interned during the war 
were leased and coverted to use as 
state merchant marine, to serve in 
the great export trade of grain 
and meat. 

The Lord family travelled north 
on the Argentine, the ship used as 
a decoy in the sinking of the Graf 
Spee and other Axis vessels. The 
voyage took five weeks, and they 
docket at New Orleans, completing 
the rest of the journey by rail. A 
pleasant meeting was enjoyed at 
Christobel Where they met Lt 
Hugh Buchanan, RCN, son of Sen 
ator Buchanan of Lethbridge. 

While the experiences in the 
Great South American repubi»e 
were very much worthwhile, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lord are much pleased to 
be back in Alberta amongst old 
friends of earlier years, 
sheep raising is quite an industry, 
the ranch holdings comprise vast 
tracts of land. Leasing is in prac¬ 
tice as it is in this country. . 

He found the Argentinians .» 
hospitable and kindly people, and 
they were very helpful in the al¬ 
lied war effort in various ways. 
As an example the non-English 
employees in British-owned rail¬ 
ways were very generous in con¬ 
tributing blankets and such sup¬ 
plies to he sent to Britain. There

All 
hopes and dreams are centred 
around the wheat crop and it was 
within a few days of harvesting. 
The crop in this district was ex¬ 
ceptionally good this year. Individ¬ 
ual losses range from a few fowl 
to crops worth $20,000. Windows 
■were smasaed every where, and at 
J. O’Leary’s, the hailstones as 
large as golf balls, even damaged 
the piano sitting in front of the 
windows. Several people .unfor¬ 
tunate enough to be out in the 
storm suffered bruises from hail 
pelt ng. Considering that the 
storm area covered practically all 
of tl.e country from High River to 
Bassano, it can well be reckoned as 
a major catastrophe to a world 
in need of bread.

(Farm and Ranch Review) 


Mrs. Pete McIntyre has returned 
to her home in the district after a 
week spent with friends in Cal¬ 
gary. 


While Canada’s population has 
increased by some 3,664,000 dur¬ 
ing the quarter century since the 
last war, the proportion in East 
and West has remain constant. 

Statisticians interested in such 
matters point out that the provin¬ 
ces of Ontario and eastward in 
1918 contained 72.3 per cent of the 
Dominion’s popalution of 8,148,000 
while Manitoba and westward had 
27.7 per cent.'Exactly thp same ra¬ 
tio prevailed for 11,812,000 Cana¬ 
dians to 1948. 

Significant, however, for agri-_ 
culture and its related industries 
is the fact that the same period 
has seen a pronounced shift west¬ 
ward in the centre.of livestock pro¬ 
duction. 

At June 1, 1918, the East had 

60.6 per cent of all the cattle in 
Canada, 66.8 per cent of all the 
hogs and 78.7 per cent of the 
sheep. 

At June 1, 1944, the same East¬ 
ern provinces had only 51.7 per 
cent of the cattle, 40.6 per cent of 
the hogs and 45.7 per cent of the 
sheep. 

In 1944 the West had 69.4 per 
cent of Canada’s hogs as against 

32.7 per cent in 1918. However, 
a marked reduction in the West in 
1945 indicates at present a fairly 
even hog distribution between 
East and West. 

Human population of the Do¬ 
minion during this period has in¬ 
creased faster than its meat ani¬ 
mals. While in 1918 there were 
1.23 head of cattle, .52 head of 
hogs and .87 head of sheep for ev¬ 
ery person in Canada, or a total of 
2.12 animals per capita, the latest 
figures show only .87 cattle, .66 
hogs and .31 sheep, a total of 1.83 
animals per person. 


Much of the funds for the pro¬ 
ject will have to be raised toy di¬ 
rect contributions, and with this 
ir. mind, a whirlwind canvas is be¬ 
ing planned for September.

Penal System 
Needs Kef or m 


(Ottawa Citizen) 


-M. J. Coklwell’s statement that 
the C.C.F. group in the House of 
Commons — novt 28 strong — will 
make penal reform along the lines 
recommended by the Archambault" 
royal commission one of its main 
objectives is encouraging. There 
should be sufficient members of the 
House in the other parties to make; 
action possible during the next 
session. . 

One of the difficulties in the 
path of nenal reform is the lack of 
public inttffelMn the subject, and 
that lack (^Interest is based main¬ 
ly on the -belief that criminals in 
jail are an incurable lot and that 
they have nobody to blame but 
themselves. This is not true, but 
even were it true, the fact remains 
that Britain has cut her prison 
population in half in thirty years 
ar a result of penal reform, while 
Canada’s prison population rises 
at an appalling rate, and out of all 
proportion to the rise in general 
population. 

This is mainly because men who 
go into our prisons come out 
worse than when they went in. 
This archaic process costs the na¬ 
tron unnecessary millions of dol¬ 
lars. It is time for a change, and 
it is to be hoped that this Parlia¬ 
ment will see to it that a change 
is brought about.
